Britain and France. 

The correspondence between the British 
and French Premiers, which is published 
to-day, is extremely encouraging; and 
credit for an admirable exposition of 
the British point of view must be given 
to. Mr. Ramsay Macdonald. In the 
preamble to his long letter the British 
Premier tells M. Poincaré that a better 
understanding between Britain and France 
is essential to the furtherance of European 
peace, and declares that, in his opinion, 
such an understanding will be hastened 
by a frank rehearsal of the points at issue, 
without any attempt at the moment to 
suggest definite‘remedies,. He proceeds in 
simple language to inform M. Poincaré 
that a large gection of the British public 
is very suspicious of France's aims on the 
Continent. Many people believe that she 
is trying to gain that position for herself 
in Europe which she failed to secure at 
the Paris Peace Conference and that she 
is prepared, if necessary, to ride rough- 
shod over the Treaty of Versailles. in 
pursuit of her object. They see, with alarm, 
that France is incteasing her military and 
aerial establishments not only in the East, 
but also in the West; and that, while 
apparently making no effort to serve her 
debt to Great Britain, she finds no difh- 
culty in raising loans for her various 
protégés. Mr. Macdonald assures M. 
Poincaré that the British people recognise 
the need of France for ‘reparations and 
security. Britain has the same need; but, 
while France thinks in terms of ready 
money on the one hand and German 
aggression on the other, Britain’s de- 
vastated areas are the ruined markets and 
exchanges of the world, and the security 
which she desires is security not merely 
against Germany, but against all war. 

Mr. Macdonald suggests that he 
and M. Poincaré should discuss the 
whole matter de novo with a view to 
eventual agreement on a common policy. 
In his reply the French Prime Minister 
is careful to disclaim any idea of 
antagonism to the British people, de- 
claring that the military preparations of 
Erance are directed solely against Ger- 
many in the event of a war of revenge, 
M. Poincaré must know, of course, that, 
as Germany is nof allowed to build mili- 
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[except a depreciated franc, a discredited 
‘régime in the Ruhr and a virtually bamk- 
rupt Budget. Mr. Macdonald has acted 
with admirable dexterity in inducing M. 
‘Poincaré to make a detlaration of policy 
at this critical moment of his political 
career, The French people will not be 
‘slow to recognise the force of the British 
case and to see that France's only hope of 
salvation lies in her adoption of a new 
policy towards both her former enemies 
and her present friends,

The Nation’s Morals, 


Disillusionment is one of the first fruits 
of liberty. Now that we are our own 
masters and are confronted with all the 
problems of government, our faith in a 
| whole category of traditional virtues is no 
longer secure, A few years ago re 
curring complaints about immoral eondi- 
tions in Dublin were met, from the highest 
quarters, with an easy formula: it was all 
the fault of a garrison of alien soldiery. 
The British soldiers have gone, and the 
only visible improvement in the morals of 
Dublin. is the fact that’ we have come to 
be more honest with ourselves. English 


and foreign readers will get a very 
unfavourable impression of Irish morality 
from the Lenten Pastorals of the Irish 
Roman Catholic Hierarchy which were 
published yesterday. They recall, in- 
deed, quite painfully, the lamentations of 
the early. Christian Fathers over the ex- 
cesses of their Greek and Latin. flocks. 
Some of the bishops deal with the vice of 
drunkenness, which is rampant throngh- 
out the country, and we agree heartily with 
the Bishop of Kilmore that the time is 
over-due for restrictive legislation. This 
vice, however, takes second: place in the 
Pastorals to the various distressing forms 
in which “the rush for pleasure, as the 
Archbishop of Dublin calls it, has begun 
to assert itself. Our young women spend 
too much money on too scanty dress, In 
Cardinal Logue’s caustic phrase, they are 
engaged in rivalry to see how little they 
can wear, Furthermore, Ireland has been 
smitten with the malady of Saint Vitus. 
Dancing is the rage not only in Dublin, 
but in every town and village, and all- 
night dances are common in the countty 
districts, The bishops do not object to 
“clean ” dancing—the waltz is “clean” 
now, though Byron's contemporaries 
thought differently of it—but they object 
strenuously to the new, exotic dances, 
with the eccentric names, These “ sug- 
gestive dances,’ Archbishop Byrne regrets 
to say, have been “imported from countries 
whose outlook is largely pagan.” | 
The existence of the social symptoms 


disputed ; but two things, we think, ought 
to be borne in mind, To-day Ireland is in 
a state of reaction. One reaction, as we 
have said, Is from self-laudation to self- 
criticism. We have discovered that we 
have no particular right to call ourselves 
saints and scholars; but, on the other 
hand, nemo repente fuit turpissimus. 
Again, we may believe that the present 
“rush for pleasure” is only a passing 
reaction—the reaction of youth from the 
gloom and horror of the last few years. 
England had such a reaction after the 
Great War, The joie de vivre has claimed 
the hearts and bodies of our young 
citizens, and the reckless element in their 
gaiety probably is reinfogted by a too long 
acquaintance with conditions of lawless- 
ness, violence and general insecurity. 
Now the law has been restored and the 
need of clear thinking and honest toil 
becomes daily more cogent, We are dis- 


| posed. to believe that in the near future 


our young people, while they will not cease 
to care for dress and dancing, will cease to 
be extravagant or crazy about them. Yet, 
though we commend these’ considerations 
respectfully to the authors’ of the Pas- 
torals, we agree that their warnings are 
very necessary. In Ireland, as elsewhere, 
young women are more free and indepen- 
dent than formerly; but, as à result of 
our national habits of life, such freedom 
probably has greater dangers for Irish 
girls than for their sisters in other lands. 
Unrestricted dancing and unrestricted 
drinking are a sinister combination. The 
abuse of drink acquires an added menace 
from the growth of unlicensed dancing 
halls, and we have every sympathy with 
Mr. Lupton’s courageous campaign against 
this new peril. We hope that the Pastorals 
will rouse the Government to action and 
will revive throughout. Ireland the ap- 
parently obsolescent sense of parental 
responsibility,

LONDON LETTER. 


MARCH WEATHER, 


58 FLEET STREET, LONDON, 


Sunpay Nior. 

London enjoyed several hours of bright 
sunshine to-day, and ple were inclined 
to jump to the conclusion that the old 
adage of March coming in like a lion was 
to be disproved. Towards the afternoon the 
wind became bitterly cold again, and in the 
afternoon the skies clouded over and snow 
fell. heavily for a time, followed by 
showers of rain. London, in common with 
other places, will have to make itself con- 
tent. with the weather conditions; for the 
outlook continues to be most unpromising. 


Britain and France. 


The publication of the correspondence 
exchai between Mr. Ramsay Mac- 
donald and M. Poincaré is a sign that 
both are now working together to bring 
about the better understanding which is 
most essential if any progress is to be 
made towards solving the most difficult 
question of European reconstruction. 
Little can be done in such a direction 
without France, and, though her collabora- 
tion and co-operation have been sought 
again and again, the ideal arrangement 
of working in harmony has proved im- 
possible of attainment. Mr. Macdonald 
now has a better prospect of success than 
any of his immediate predecessors. British 
policy has shown but little change, but 
with the Ruhr adventure a thing of the 
past, it will, undoubtedly, have a far 
greater opportunity of exercising a 
tremendous influence upon the situation. 
The failure of the Ruhr, the decline in 
the value of the franc and the falling 
away of Belgium, added to the economic 
troubles of A. Poincaré, must aid Mr. 
Macdonald considerably. 


Belgium's Defeat. 


The situation in Belgium cannot be 
without effect in France. It is now clear 
that, though the Government was defeated 
upon a domestic issue, the underlying 
cause of the downfall of M. Theunis was 
a revolt against the Ruhr policy which 


rates. M. Poincaré hitherto has weathered 
the storm, but his course is still beset 
with difficulties. The most critical division 
in the French Senate so far was the 
occasion of the voting on the electoral 
system last week. There was a demand 
for a new plan, but M. Poincaré stood by 
the present method of election and escaped 
with a majority of but sixteen. At the 
time when that division was taken the 
franc appeared to be improving, a fact 
which, probably, brought the Premier 
sufficient support to obtain a majority. 
Since then it has suffered a further fall, 
and, unless the French exchange rate can 
be stabilised within the next few weeks, 
the position of M. Poincaré will become 
precarious ; for there are several debates 
of a financia] character to take place. It 
is becoming recognised in France, as in 
Belgium, that the financial difficulties are 
direct results of the Ruhr adventure, 


Germany's Capacity to Pay. 


The news that the committee presided 
over by Mr. R..McKenna, which is deal- 
ing with the flight of German capital 
abroad, will not resume its sitting to- 
morrow is not taken to indicate that any 
hitch has occurred which will interfere 
seriously with the inquiry. This com- 
mittee is understood to be considering the 
terms of its report, but the inquiry under 
the chairmanship of General Dawes is not 
in such an advanced stage. In deter- 
mining Germany's capacity to pay the 
latter body has given considerable atten- 
tion to the setting up of monopolies in 
alcohol, tobacco, sugar and matches, and 
some such scheme probably will be foun: 
in. the report. The finance of German 
railways has proved a difficult matter to 
unravel, and further light is to be sought. 
Much will depend upon the reports of the 
expert committees, and, though they are 
anxiously awaited, there is no disposition 
in London to urge that the thoroughness

Mr. Churchill did not accept the invita- 
tion of the Westminster Conservative 
Association, since he prefers to retain his 
independence, and, in consequence, it is 
most unlikely that he will now be put 
forward as the official candidate.

Gatti and the second Mr. Otho Nicholson,

The Premier's Burden. 


The Prime Minister continues to he 
overworked, and in Government circles 
the fact is well recognised ; but no remed) 
for the situation is suggested. He is Prime 
Minister and Foreign Secretary, and, iv 
N of appointing Mr. Clynes Leader oí 
the House of Commons, he finds it neces- 
sary to be almost constantly in attendance 
at Westminster. His intention was to he 
present in the House on Mondays and 
Wednesdays only, but so many difficul- 
ties have been experienced that he has 
been present every day. All this work 
means very long hours, and the consequent 
strain is beginning to tell upon him. 


The Coal Trouble. 


The Government, like everybody else, is 
beginning to feel very nervous regarding 
the coal trouble. April 7th is not very 
remote, and the serious drift in the wages 
negotiations between the Mining Associa- 
tion and the Miners’ Federation is causing 
anxiety. Circumstances play no small 
part in the situation; for the Miners’ 
Federation, a union with over a million 
members. is short of leaders. Mr, Her- 
bert Smith, the president, is ill, while 
Mr. Frank Hodges, the real driving force 
of the Union, on his election to Parlia- 
ment, resigned his post as secretary, in 
conformity with the rules of the union. 
Mr. Vernon Hartshorn, Mr. Stephen 
Walsh, Mr. Adamson and many other 
leading miners are in a similar position. 
All are in the Government. In the mean. 
while thé danger date is rapidly approach 
ing.

This is the essence of faithfulness to the 
Hebrew mind ; that quality of character which 
exhibits itself in keeping faith, at alt hazards 
and at all loss, with our fellow-man. It was 
conceived of by the Greeks in a somewliat 
different fashion. Perhaps they did not lay 
so much emphasis on fafthfulgess in regard 
of others; but they had a remarkably: austere 
condeption of what a man owed. to himself. 
“Keep your word, that is Hebraism.at its 
best. To thine own self be thie,” that is 
Hellenism. The man who ie faithful in the 
first. respect will generally be found-to be 
faithful in the second; bat there is á differ- 
ence in the point of view. And the greatest 
of the Greeks holds up for special admiration 
the man in whose soul, as he put it, there is 
no lie, “ No one,” so says Plato in“ The 
Republic,” ‘‘ willingly admit falsehood..into 
— ÚW a the truest ‘highest part of 
himself. Whatever be rxeasure of such 4 
man's faith in God (and none of us can-judge 
another about that) he is not only faithful to 
his followers, but he is faithful to himself, 
There is no lie in his soul. 

As I speak I have in my mind, as most 
of you have in your minds, the memory of 
one, lately gone from us, who was a familiar 

in our College life, and who earned 
the respect of young and old alike. It is 
not easy for me to speak in public of my 
oldest College friend; but it is not unfitting 
that it should fall to me, who knew Alexander 
O'Sullivan for forty-seven years, to remind 
the members of the College of what manner of 
man he was whom we have lost. He and I 
read for Scholarship together, as we did for 
the McCullagh Prize, as we did for Fellow- 
ship; and such intimate friendships of youth 
are among the best things in life, more 
especially when they remain until old age. 
O Sullivan came up to live in Number 14 in 
the spring of 1877, and, as was his wont, he 
was in no great hurry to make new friends; 
nor was he ever a man 
lightly. Before long, however, it became 
plain that he was possessed, not only of 
quite exceptional intellectual] powers, but also 
of exceptional personal attractiveness. He 
was not brilliant in speech as a young man; 
I think he never, or hardly ever, took part 
in the debates of the Historical or Philoso- 
phical Society; and all his life he looked 
askance upon a fiwent or facile talker, But 
in conversation what he said was always 
worth listening to, for he rarely offered an 
— about anything Which he had not 
thought over; and he had not only a very 
fine brain, but a truly astonishing. memory. 
What he learnt he never forgot. His intel- 
tect, I. suppose, was analytic, rether than 
synthetic. 

He was a ruthless critic of arguments or 
theories which were unsound; and to talk to 
him was á real stimulus to clear thinking, but 
he was little or ts Mei mit n to 

itive theories t i y, or of politics, 
* lite. It was part of our Trinity tradi- 
tion—not altogether a 
‘seventies and early ‘eighties to be sus- 
picious of speculative doctrine, and O'Sullivan 
was a true son of Trinity in this, as in other 
matters; for he carried on our Trinity fradi- 
tions as well in the wide range of, his in- 
tellectual interests, and in the variety of the 
lines of study which he pursued. Jt has 
become impossible in the twentieth century 
for a man to fit himself to speak with 
authority on more subjects than one, or two 
at the most. We are living in an age of 
specialists. But O'Sullivan combined the 
exact knowledge of a snecialist, in his own 
chosen field of pathology, with a wide 
acquaintance with literature, ancient and 
modern, and with a remarkably keen insight 
into the most recent developments of pure 
mathematics, including the modern doctrine 
of relativity, All of us knew that his was one 
of the very finest intellects that Trinity has 
trained during the last half-century: but a 
man may be very learned and very able, and 
yet may make very little impression upon his 
contemporaries. Second only to 0 Sullivan's 
intellectual quality was his wonderful capacity 
for inspiring affection. I think it is but the 
simple truth to say that no member of our 
academic body had a larger circle of ad- 
miring and affectionate friends, both within 
and without the College, both among 
men of his own age and among his younger 
pupils, Only last week I had a letter from 
the Vice-Chancellor: of the University of 
Glasgow, where Dr. O'Sullivan had acted for 
some years as an examine, expressing the 
regret of his many friends in Scotland at the 
tidings of his unexpected death.

Dublin Employers’ Protection Association, 

The number of labourers. affected is 
estimated at between 2,000 and 3,000. 

Meetings were held in various parts of the 
county yesterday, and were attended by 
officials of the Irish Transport and General 
Workers’ Union, to which the men belong, 
but the extent to which the men are inclined 
to withdraw their labour will not be known 
until to-day, or, perhaps, to-morrow. 

The County Dublin Employers’ Protection 
Association, it was stated, had 500 free 
labourers in readiness to take the place of 
men who might go on strike. A proportion 
of the farmers, according to a statement made 
yesterday, were prepared to agree that the 
reduced wages should not be less than 36s. a 
week, and some of the workers would 
accept 40s,
